Thk Turtle.— W e bed sometime ago from 
time to time accounts of a strange craft, con- 
structed, it was said, after the model of Winan’s 

'cigar steamer, ” which was intended for tbe de- 
fence of New Orleans. The special object pro- 
posed in her construction was to run down the 
vessels of tbe blockading st^uadron In tbe mannei 
actually executed against tbe Preble. The pro- 
gress of this /easel was made fun of in most 
of tbe accounU, it being suf p'iaed she would 
prove a dead 'allure. In UoUioa’a account she 
is called ao iron steamer. Tbe Herald doubts 
whether it was this “ooDdescript” which sank 
the Preble, as it supposes this vessel could hardly 
have been got ready for service ao soon. That 
paper suggests that tbe iruO'Clad steamer used in 
tbo recent emounter was tbe propeller Enoch 
Train. foimerI> of Boston — a vessel that was pur- 
chased by someSewOrleans msrcbaotsfbr tbepur*- 
pose of towing, on account of her great strength, 
she having lamense power in small compass. 
When we hMird from her last they were encasing 
her with railroad iron and adding to her bow a 
strong iron prow for pushing or emashiog against 
a vessel. Tbe Kooeb Train is a propeller of about 
four hundred tcca burthen, is one hundred and 
twenty-eight feat long, twenty-six feet wide, and 
twelve feet depth of hold. This was her measure- 
ment before bsing altered by tbe rebels. She 
was built in and was a strong, though not a 
very fast boat.

B. Ely, member of On- 
greas, who was taken prisoner at tbe Bull Run 
disaster, aod who has since been iropri5ooed in 
ooe of the Richmond t4)bacco factories, was tbe 
recipient, a few days 8ioc^ of a valuable token 
of the r^ard and esteem in which be is held by 
bis fellow priaoners. An ingenious artisan among 
tbe number fabrlcsted a wooden sword of consid- 
erable dimensiocs and romely shape, together 
with a rope sash, which was proseoted to tbe bel- 
ligerent Congressman by a committee, in an ad 
drees, which was replied to by tbe recipient of tbe 
honor in excellent sly'le, followed by an accept- 
ance of the gift. 

Akkairs AT Albant, Ky.— W e have received 
a letter from a correspondent at Alban}', Clinton 
county, Kv., a point within a few miles of tbe 
Tennessee line. Tbe writer informs ns that tbs 
rumor that seven tbeusand rebel troops were ad- 
vancing upon Albany is without foundation in 
fact. A good many Union people were fright- 
ened from tbe neighborhood by exaggerated ru- 
mors 08 to tbe designs of tbe rebels, but ever}'- 
thing is quiet now in Clinton. Tbe secession 
troops which were quartered io Overton county, 
Tennessee, have been withdrawn and sent to 
Bowling Green, Kentucky. 

The SKIRJ 4IS1 I Ne.ir Ba* on Creek.— I t was 
a detacbment of forty men from the Tbirty-nintb 
Indiana Regiment which bad the ikirmnh with 
the rebel cavalry near Bacon Creek, oo tbe Lou- 
isville and Nashville Railroad on Saturday, tbe 
12tb lost., and not a pertioo of Col. Crittenden's 
advance. It was said that Capt. Herring, in 
command of tbe detachment, bad been killwl. 
He was fired upon twice at a distance of thirty 
yards but did out receive so much as a scratch, 
nor was a single member of Capt. Herring a com- 
mand injured.

Stkengtii of thk Hostile Indian Tribes.— 
The K. Y. Evening Poet, in noticing tbe fact that 
tbe rebels have seduced or coercsd a portion of the 
Indian tribes into alliance with them, gives the 
following statement of tbe present condition and 
power of theee enemie'i: 

Tbo Indian Territory boundi Kansas on tbe 
south, and thus a second side of that unfortunate 
State is exposed to attack In the extreme South- 
ern and Western portioi\s of tbe Territory are the 
wild CaniBDches ard Kiowas. Whichever forces 
furnish tbe best prospects for plunder they will 
regard as enemies, and for this reaeoo, koowiog 
that (hev had little reaaon to fear their hostility, 
the Confederate leaders have taken little pains to 
propitiate thim. Tbe Cbock'aws, who, with tbe 
Chickasaws, number about five tbounand, are 
more advanced than any of the tribes in the arte 
of civrlization, bat their neighborhood to Arkan- 
sas and Texas proved their ruin, for when those 
States seceded. Col. Py»chlyn, chief of ihe Choc- 
taws and a large slave owner, sncceeded In forc- 
ing tbe joint council of tbe two tribes into making 
an alliance with the rebels. Tbe Creeki. said to 
Dumb3r fifteen tboosind, are next the Choctaws 
and Chickasaws on tbe North. Gen. Roley McIn- 
tosh. who is their ebUf did the GuvWoment 
gooG service in ihe Creek wars in Flor- 
ida, but the notorious Albert Pike, who 
IS hU intimate friend, succeeded in trapping him 
in tbe secc-sion snare some time ago, and tbe 
three tbon.sand .Seminolee, wbo bold land west of 
the Creeks, followed spe^ily in their footateps. 
The northern strip of ihe Indian Territory, ex- 
tending from Kansas and Missouri to New Mex- 
ico, isoccupLd by twenty-five thousand Cher'>- 
kees. Superior to any of the other iribos in num- 
bers, they excel them by far in spirit and energy, 
iS the wars which they havo carried on abun- 
danlly prove. For months their Chief. John 
Roes, with a firmness which would have honored 
some wbo lay cliim to higher intelligence and 
refiosmeni, sturdily resisted the intrigues of tbe 
rebels, rem>iiaiog alike indifferent to the threats 
and the bribes of B-^n. McCnll ugh. While this 
tribe stood as a barrier along the Kansas border, 
(be diplomatic achievementi of the feceasion- 
Uts among tbe tril>es to tbe south were bat bar- 
ren succesaee. Finally, by ikilfuliy deceiviog 
the Cherokees them.^elvas, so strong a preasure 
was brought to b^sr upon John Ross that he 
found it useless to make farther attempts to pro- 
vent bis peo|»le from rushing on their fate, and 
on August 20, in convenliun, they declared tbem- 
»elvee iedepandent of the Cuit^ States. The 
total number of the IrdtAiis that arrayed in boe- 
tUitv against tbe Govtrament is nut Car from 
60,000. and tbe War Department calculates that 
ibev can aid tbe Confederatve with a forentrf from 
6,000 to 10,000. 

Gen. Andruson on the Crisis —Gen. An- 
derion having been presented with a splendid 
sword by the City Council of Philadelphia, re- 
plied to the addrees of the Committee of Presen- 
tation io a short speech, of which we find tbe 
fdlowing verbatim report In tbe Washington 
correepoodence of the New Turk Herald:

Coming to my 
home, I had no means of knowing whether my 
coarse had been approved by ray Mlow-country- 
men. 1 had do one with me with whom to 
advise. 

Ide persons with whenn I was associated w'ere 
ail new to me. 1 did not know whether 1 could 
consult safely with them. 1 was left to seek 
connsfl only from that source from which as a 
Christian 1 have alw-tys sou;;ht advice. I cannot 
attempt to express the fe«iUuga with which 1 re- 
ceive this testimonial. In the tbankfnlaess of 
my heart I pray to God that, if ever 1 have oc- 
ca^i■'■D to u^e it, it shall be u^ed on tbe side of 
justice, tnith, ard religion. The war in wbl-.h 
our country is engaged is, 1 believe in my heart 
('uving bis hard upon hU breast), a holy and a 
Just war. Tb >ugh tbe hour l e dark, I have no 
doubt, nofeirs of the final re^nU. 1 believe that 
our nation b:ta sinued. 1 buliovo that we have 
in the greatness to which we have attained with- 
in a few years forgotten our duty to God and our 
Goverouiont. We are under one of (he best Gov- 
ernmente the world ever saw. We did not feel 
itspowt r. We were place<l by G<d high above 
the nations of tbe earth, and we gave credit to 
ou^lvee rather than to Him fur tie p<)sitic>o we 
bad a»>.'>umed. I thank you, eir for the handsome 
manre.r io which yon have addressed me on tbi^ 
occasion. 1 beg you to receive and to convey to 
the city you represent, my sincere and hearty 
thanks for tbe beautiful testimooial preeanted to 
me.

From Baltimore. 

iSpeclal te tbeUmcinoatl Enquirer.] 

Baltimore, OcL 19. 

Richmond papers of tbe loth have been re- 
ceived here to-day and contain farther acconnt 9 
of the affair at tbe mouth of the Mississippi. 
Tbe follnwing’despatcb is dated Now Orleans, 
October 14: 

I'be expedition uuder Commander Hollins con- 
sisted of tbe Manassas, the iron-clad nurine bat- 
tering ram, with one 64-pounder Uablgreo gun; 
tbe steamer Calhoun, tbe tiag-ebip, with one 24- 
ponnder and two 18 pounder Dahlgren gana; tbe 
steamer Ivy, with an eight-inch d2-pouDder. ri- 
fled; the steamer Jackson, with two eight-inch 
columbiads; the steamer McRae, with a 64 
pounder, mounted on a pivot, four eight-inch 
adumbiad) ard a 24 pounder, rified; tho steamer 
Tutcirora, with one eight-inch columbiad and a 
32-p^ndfr, ritt»d; and tbe cutter Pickens, with 
an eight-ii>ch cniumbiid and four 24 pound car- 
rnnades. The blockaders bad the Richmond 
Vincennes, lYeble, Water W'iich, and theacboon 
or Joseph U. T<x>ne, io alt 53 guns. 

Oo Friday nl ;bt oor fleet etarted from Fort 
Jackson, the Manassas leading the wav. The 
nigot waa intensely dark, and the Manassas ran 
into a vessel, striking her near tbe bow and cut- 
ting into her upward of twenty feet. Appalling 
shrieks were heard glxtard tbe doomed ship. Sig- 
nal rockets were fired, tbe enemy beat to quar 
ters, aod a perfect iron bail fell upon and around 
tbe Manassas, during which her machinery be- 
came deranged. 

The Tuscarora and the Wataon came up with 
five barges, which bad been cut loose and set 
adrift on the stream. 

When the rooming came our fleet commenced 
to puThue tbe retreating enemy, and a heavv can- 
nonading b^an, which lasted until eight o'clock. 
Several shots struck tbe Richmond The shots 
from tbe Yankees were badly aimed, as they did 
not touch one of our veaeeh. 

When tbe firing ended, tbe fleet returned to tbe 
city, with the prize schooner Joseph U. Toons, 
loaded with coal, which had been deserted during 
the night. A large quantity of lumber, wbicb 
had been intended fur the construction of a forti- 
fication at tbe bead of tbe passage, was burned. 

Tbe prizse captured were the Joseph H. Toons 
and Liurel, beiontflng to tbe Federal steamer 
Uicbmood, which latter was laden with cutlasses. 
The vessel suok was not tbe Preble, but the Vin- 
ceones. Tbrei vessels of our expedition arrived 
on Saturday nigot.

With iuch a va.*it foniier it is impossible that 
every p^iut shuuM be prot<«'.td.

«'30ugh in the South and Soulbw(;9tern Slates tu 
‘’•''end tlurir rrspec*ive ;>ectk>ns witluat calling 
off a men from Vir^irii. Tbe.e will no doubt 
be ejTolled and disciplined, au i all tbe vulnera- 
ble p <i.iU that c id be fortid«'d put at once in a 
eouditiou to re ist an attack. But the great 
means of d. fence is to carry the war Into the en- 
emy’s couuiry', aud give him so much occupation 
at home thit he will he unable to seed any con- 
siderable force to invade the South. In lino, an 
immediate morch into tbe enemy’s country has 
become t-ssenliii to the iLfo jof lha South' from 
tue formidtble plan which has hem adopted by 
the N:»rih for 'h^ wintei s campaign. 

We presume there ifo f ,w men in the South 
who can doubt not ouly the iw'ucy but the noces- 
tity of a Diuvemeiit iSorthward.' We have the 
f.rco to do it, tbe uiihiarv genius, and tbe abil- 
ity in every way. Mere 'than all, it is dictated 
by self preservati'in. Not to advance now is to 
ncultt, or, at all events, to ex{«j.'<e our cause to 
groat disaster. Whether or not Washington 
nhould be the ol jecl of attack is a question «ve do 
not pretend to discuss, but tbatitUu war should be 
larrttd into the eoomy’s country, there would no 
longer seem to be any question at alt. 

Less than a w'Cek after the date of tho arti- 
cle from w'hich this quotation is made, the 
Uichmoud (Va.) Examiner fook up the sub- 
ject iu a more closely consyiered though suffi- 
ciently air-built article, of wbidi wo reproduce

We have simply, therefore, to make up our 
minds toconquer a boundary by an adequate f >rca 
of men. Our Gmeralf In Mt-»*ouri, in Kentuckv, 
and in Western Virginia, should be furnish^ 
wi b armies ample in umubors to drive tbe ene- 
my across tho Miseouri and the Ohio rivers. The 
Sou:h has a great stake in accomplishing this ex- 
pulsion daring tbe present scaren. Tu allow tbe 
enemy to winter in our c .untry is to lise the sup- 
port of the whole pipuiauon of the dislriclscf 
country in which ho will make his winter quar- 
ters.

Our true policy of defence lies in a vigorous 
pu^ft for the bank.H t.f the Uuio.

We think these several extracts from three 
of the principal mouthpieces of the rebellion 
lay open distioctly tuougb the policy of the 
rebels. Kay, tho extracts disclose uot only 
the policy of the rcbeia but the grounds of the 
policy. 

The navy of our country U preparing to deal 
the rebels a blow which they can neither parry 
nor successfully meet. And they know it. The 
rebels are without a navy, the harbors cf the 
Soul hern coast are in general but imperfectly 
fortified, ami the fighting material of the 
rebellion is well-nigh absorbed in the ar- 
mies of the l*otomac and the West. The 
rebellion, therefore, is and must remain com- 
paratively defenceless on the seacoasf, which, 
we need not .say, stretches to a distance many 
fines greater than that of the frontier guarded 
by the rebel armies. What, then, is left for 
the rebels to do? With their armie? engaged 
on the Northern frontier by tho armies of the 
Kopublic, without a navy to cope with tho navy 
of the Kepiiblic, and with the knowledge that 
the navy of the KepubUc is about to descend 
with ermbiog effect upon their expoecd and ex- 
tended coast, what i onrsc is or seeiui to be open 
to them? 

The answer is a plain ^e. When, to use a 
homely illustration, a short man sees <iescend- 
ing upon his eyes the blow of his tall antago 
nist, what docs the short man do? Why, in- 
asmuch as he can’t reach the eyes ol his an- 
tagonist, and so defend himself dircctl}', ho 
pokes him in the ribs and belly, by way of a 
diversion. And this is the game the rebels 
intend if they can to play with the (lOvernment. 
Wo are on the point of striking them in a vital 
part which they haven’t the means of defend- 
ing; but, on the other hand, they are preparing 
to strike ns in a vital part which they fancy we 
can’t defend without abandoning the attack 
upon theirs. Since they are too short to de- 
fend their eyes by hitting ours they will poke 
us in tbo ribs and belly in order if possible to 
briog our eyes within striking distance or at 
least to relieve their own. In other words, they 
propose, with the view of diverting tho war 
from their own firesides and carrying it t) 
tbo firesides of loyal people, to seize 
and occupy Kentucky as their winter- 
quarters aud at the baiiie time as a base of 
aggressive operations against the loyal States 
across the Ohio. Tho object of the rebels is 
to attack our navy on the hanks of the Ohio, 
creating aUo by the movement a diversion in 
favor of their overmatched but broad-aw'ako 
and desperate army of the Potomac. Fur tins 
purpose, they “need” the “territory” of Ken 
tucky, and “omst have it thowjh ot the cost of 
blood and coH<iae'-L'* Sucli is the policy of the 
rebels, and such are tbe grounds of the |>olicy. 
It is manifestly the only policy open to them 
so much as in appearance. 

But even this policy is not open to them 
They are the victims of their own delirious 
zeal Just as clearly as this policy is pointed 
out to tbe rebels so clearly the conotcr-policy 
uf marching through Kentucky iuto the heart 
of the South and of effecting a junction there 
between our land and naval forces is pointed 
out to the Goverument; and the Goveiomcuf 
unlike the rebcU, has the ability as well as the 
will to carry out the policy thus clearly dictated 
by common seuse and “military necessity. 
And when this policy shall be carried out, as it 
will be ere many weeks by the aid of the strong 
arms aud true hearts of Kentucky and her 
noble sifters of tbe West, our troubles will be 
over, — tho rebellion will be suppressed, the 
cinuitutioral snpremacy of the Government 
will be asserted, the war will bo ended, peace 
will bo restored, our misguided brethren ol the 
South, awaking from the distempered dream 
eff revolution, will return gradually to their 
old and rightful allegiance, the Union will be 
re-established on a foundation firmer than be- 
fore, and this heaven -protGctcd lUpnbHc, as 
ever the hope and more than ever tho aduiira 
tion of tbe world, will resume its bright and 
bineficcnt course, llcavcn speed the hour 
Meanwhile, wo rest content in thp unwavering 
conviction that sooner or later the hour will 
come. 

Consolidating tiu: Volunteers. — Tne 
General (Jrder of Brig. Geu. Shermau No 
IJ, published this morning, approves most 
cordially the order of AdJ Gen. Finnell 
which directs tbe consolidation of our Ken 
tucky volunteers into companic?, battalions 
and regiments, and also directs all persons 
who arc raining regiments under the authority 
of the War Department orjof Gen. Anderson 
to report to A>lj. Gen. Finnell at Frankfort, 
if their commands are not full, ami to con. 
form to the iastructions of the State ^lilitary 
Board, until their organization is complete 
and they are ready to bo mustered into the 
United Stales service. This hearty coopera- 
tion of the Federal and State officials is most 
cheering. A-ly Gen. Finnell has been in our 
city since the promulgation of bis order, and 
has urged u|>on all iiitcreste<I to prosecute re- 
cruiting vigorously. We hope that it may be 
found imncccssary to consolidate any two com- 
panies, and that every one will attain at least 
the minimum number of volunteers before the 
10:b of next month, when tbe order for con- 
solidating the fractional comjianics will be 
made, if it becomes imiierative for tbe efficien- 
cy of the service. 

Young men of Kentucky! you should not 
stop now to io(|uirc whether your convenience 
would be suited by enlistment. We know you 
do not want to fight, but it has become a duty 
towards your country in her hour of extreme 
need. Tbe time has long since passed when 
it was politic to argue upon the cause of the 
war; it is now upon us, and the sword is to ar- 
bitrate the issue. The voice of Kentucky has 
been beard for peace and for conciliation; now 
her voice is in her sword, ami her invectives 
arc delivered from tbe rillc’s mouth against 
those who have off'ered insults to tier — insults 
which should put a tongue in every wound 
a£,.iinst her honor, to cry to heaven for redress. 
It is the lime for action, prompt and decisive. 
We have to—

We have to rescue the national aHthority from 
tho serpent folds of this immeasurable treason. 
We are not to fight for J..incola or tbe Kepub- 
can party, but for our country. When tbe 
cloud of nullification aro'^e in the South and 
Andrew Jackson met its advance in the 
majesty of tbe Constitution and the Laws,

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D0UE511 C War SiPi LiKS. — The telegraph 
informed us j'esterday that Quarterinuster 
General Meign had ordered an agent to Eng- 
land, with credit to the amountof five millionR 
of dollars, to purchase blankets and kerseys 
for the Govermiicnt, and that the agent had 
arrived at Ualifax on his way, but has been 
telegraphed to await further orders. The 
Bofiton Fost expresses the hope that tbe agent 
will be directed to return, and that our own 
manufacturers wdl be allowed to supply the 
wants of the army, w’hich, it says, they are 
amply competent to do, asnot sixty per centum 
of their power is in action. It is very evident 
that our Boston contemporary is right in say- 
ing that the expenditure of so large a sum 
abroad, taking (hat much from our stock of 
gold, ami dejiriving our industry of so great 
an amount of employment, would be a serious 
blow to the interests of the nation and a seri- 
ous embarrassment in the future financial op- 
erations of the GoTcrnmcnt. But Forney’s 
I*res8 tells us that one of the reasons for the 
step is the fact that many of those who can 
manutacturc blankets in the loyal State.'i refuse 
to supply the (iOTcrnmcot except at exorbi- 
tant rates. While, then, the Bostonian pica 
that the subsenptions to the national loan have 
been urged and cft’?ctcd upon the ground that 
the money would return to tho |K»ople in re- 
compense for labor and aupplies, and that not 
a dollar of it, where it was possible to avoid it, 
would be ex}>eoded out of the country, is true 
to the letter, still there is groat force iu the as- 
aenion of the l*ress, that, when tho good pay 
of Uncle Sim to all bis contractors is i*onsid- 
ered, this standing out for high wages is rather 
an unpatriotic thing. Our Government can 
certainly have no desire to depart from a poli- 
cy which enables it to sustain itself and save 
the pcojile from depressing poverty, but these 
over eager manufacturers are fairly reminded 
by Col. Forney that in the seceding South 
when a manufacturer will not agree to work for 
treason at reasonable prices, the Confederate 
Government forces him to do so, and pay 
when aud what it pleases, and that one of the 
grievous troubles of our Federal Admioistra 
tion m prosecuting the war is the capacity and 
beartlcssnesH of the jobbers who contemplate 
this great contest something after the fashion 
of the tailor who saw Niagara for the first 
time, and exclaimed in a burst of enthusiasm 
“Heavens, what a place to sponge a coal! 

The pressing necessity for supplies of blan 
kets and kerseys, and the apparent inactivity 
of our milN to turn them out in sottioient 
quantities hare cridently been tho reasons for 
sending an agent to England to procure them. 
An approaching winter demands the immedi- 
ate attcutiou of our Government to the com 
fort of its troops; and, in this instance, there 
is an excuse for departing from the general and 
admirable rule laid down. And this e.xcu-so U 
greatly strengthened, if we have among us 
thoss who would attempt to extort money^rom 
tbe necessities of tbe volunteers. Such men 
are worse than our rebel foes, and the Govern 
m^nt would be justified iu looking upon 
them as such. At a time when men of mod- 
erate means are subscribing to tbo national 
loan with eager willingness, and the patriotic 
spectacle is presented of a people snstaining 
war by voluntary eoniribntions, and taking for 
security tb(^ faith of the country, it seems al 
most im redible that harpies should be found 
who arc willing to fasten their talons upon the 
bravo defimders of the Union, and tear from 
their cbiile<l and aching bodies the already too 
scanty covering that protects tlicui in this in 
clement season. It the Government ba.5 found 
itself embarrassed by such conduct, we cannot 
but applaud its prompt efforts to extricate itself 
by sending to Europe for the necessary supplier. 
And we have not a doubt but that this will be 
found the true reason for the course it has ta 
kcQ. Tbe d*;parture of an agent with millions 
at his disposal, has, it ap^iears, attracted the 
attention of tbe Eastern manufactiirerb, who 
have so proved their loyalty by furnishing men 
and uiean< to the country. We have, there 
fore, great hope* that the necessities of our 
troops will be immediately supplied; these ne- 
ccssities are urgent, as wc showed last week by 
the statements of Gen. Meigs and the appeals 
of tbe National Sanitaiy Commillee, and their 
urgency has doubtless had tbe effect to induce 
unwonted eff orts to obtain heavy woollen good: 
If the Eastern mills can iucreaac their pTwer 
forty per cent., as has been asserted, then tli* 
whole capacity should bo directed to the man- 
ufacture of blankets and kerseys, and a large 
proportion of the sum paid for them will again 
find its way to the Federal treasury in the 
shape of ad'litional subscriptions to tbe nation 
al loan. 

(^George Washington said m 17U3: 

Whatever mevsiures have a tendency to dii- 
•clve the Union, or contribute to violate or lessen 
the sovGToign aiitborPy, ought to be c*in&idered 
as ho5til6 to tbe liberty and independence of 
America, and tbe authors of them treated accord- 
ingb'. 

Henry Clay said in iCsHJ: 

If any one State, or a portk'o of the people of 
any Stale, ebeoee to place thom.**elve) in military 
array against the government of the Union, I am 
for trying tbe strength of tbe government. 1 am 
for aecertaiaing whether we have got a govem- 
meot or oof — practical, efficient, capaole of main- 
taioing lU au’burit}', and of upholding the pow- 
ers and interests which belong to a government. 
Nor, sir. am 1 to be alanned or dissuaded from 
any rucD course by iniiniaUons of tbe spilling 
of blood. If blow is to be spilt, by whose 
fault is it to Ite spilt? Upon tho supporilioo, 1 
maintain it will be tbe fault of those who choose 
tu raise tbe standard of disunion, and endeavor to 

S rostrate this government; and, sir, when that is 
;)De, so loug as it pleases God to give oio a voice 
to express mv sentimeotH, or an arm, weak aud 
enfeebled as It may be by age, that voice and 
that arm will be on tbe side of my country, for 
the support of tbe general aulhoritv, and for the 
niainteoance of the powers of tbe I 'oion. 

What Washington enjoined and what Clay 
exhorted tbe loyal men of to-day are doing. 
And to doubt that they will do it triumphantly 
would be iu some sort to impeach the divinity 
of truth and to blot tbe memories of the sainted 
dead.

We hball have more to say on the 
subject to morrow when we announce the place 
of meeting. \ 

Fkom Grkensbi’ug. — A fter Gen. Watd fell 
back twelve miles from Greensburg to Camp- 
belisville. be despatched one buodred and dfty 
cavalry about 2 o'clock on Saturday to recon- 
noitre the abandoned po^itu>n, explore as far as 
possible and ascertain the iminbers and location 
of tbe Confederates, intending to attempt a return 
yesterday, but tbe cavalry had not returned in 
tbe morning when our informant left. General 
Ward has aboat 2,000 regulars and 1,000 Home 
Guards at bts disposal, under command of Colonels 
Grider, Harlan, Anderson, and Hobaon. The 
Home Guards are principally from Marion and 
Washington counties. 

Col. Grider, with three (rinpanies, visited 
Greensburg on Saturday night. They entered 
boldly^tbo CcJonel UlHog tbe citizens to prepare ' 
acoommoilatioDS for three thousand Fderal troop*, ;

The following plan for organizing troops in Ken- 
tucky for service for “three years, or during 
the war, ” has been agreed on between tbe State 
Miiitarv Board and the Clommaoding General: 

Tbe Military Board will appoint, at the various 
places where volunteers are offering, Mustering 
Officers, who will muster in and receive volun- 
teers as they are presented. 

The Board will aleo supply to its agents funds 
for paying the expenses incurred, and for the 
supply of such articles of clothing and camp 
equipage as are necessary before uniforms are is- 
sued. 

As soon aS ten companies of a regiment are 
complete, they will be mustered into the service 
of the United Butee, and supplied with arms, 
ac(X)utrennents, uniforms, and transportation to the 
place of service by the regular (Quartermaster of 
tbe United States. 

Alsoat points convenient to the Subsistence De- 
partments, provisions will be issued to tbe com- 
panies during the process of formati<>n. 

Where peraoDS have been authorized to raise 
regiments and may succeed in doing so, they 
will be commiAsioned as Colonels, but if this oc- 
casions delays the Captains of companies may 
form themselves into regiments of ten companies, 
assemble at a rendezvous, and submit their choice 
of Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, and Major for 
commUsions. 

If they do not voluntarily form such orgaoiza* 
tion, tbe commanding General will order them as 
independent companies to join together at conve- 
vient points, and there form them into regiments 
and battalions, appointing tbe necessary field offi- 
cers.

Prom ills STSBlBf BmlUtia. 

(Special to the N. V. Tribune.) 

Wasiiwotun, Oct. 20. 

^ Two officers, promioent in tbe volunteer ser- 
vice, are suapec’.ed of RiviOR infonnatioB of our 
movementa to the enemy. A new York Colonel, 
DOW under arrest for inanbordinatfon, is one of 
them. 

Only y^terday Mr. Seward assured a member 
of the (liplomalic body that tbe litiU aff.iir of tbe 
Southern insurrection would blow over within 
three months, the porta would all be opened, and 
peace and prosperity reiiro. 

Fifteen of the New York 22d went scontinR 
yesterday nearly to Fairfax Courthouse. They 
saw about half a regiment of rebels and no mor^ 
They wore at first mbtaken by the inhabitanU 
for Sonthem soldiers, and wore enlightened as to 
the plans of the rebels. So Tar as was known to 
the citizens, it was stated that Beauregard and 
Johnson intended to make no stand this side of 
Centreville, on tbe heights of which, however, if 
followed there, they would oppose tbe Union 
forces fur a while, but when pushed would with 
draw to tbeir old position beyond Bull Run. They 
report no «<bstrucUoad or barricadee on the way. 
It is certain that tbe rebels have a very small, if 
any, force at Leeeburg, and are evacuating it al- 
U>gether as fast os pi>:iible. The same is true of 
Fairfax Courthouse, as is re*establiabed by a te- 
connoiitsance. If there is any line of defence be- 
yond the old one, it extends toward Acquia Creek. 
The theory that the rebels have fallen upon tbe 
Rappahannock is unreliable.

It was currently reported on the other aide of 
the Potomac that Fairfax Court-house has been 
fired and destroyed by the rebels. 

Tbe narigatioD of the Potomac aniD appears 
to lie unobstructed. Forty-one vessels passed the 
batteries at Shipping Point Ibis afternoon, and 
only one was hit, the ball going through her 
mam stay. 

A contraband arrived within (Jeneral McCall’s 
lines yeeterday. He reads and writes with facil- 
ity. He wa.4 attached to the Ixmiriaiu Brigade. 
The brigade bad been stationed near Fairfax 
Court-houM. On Wednesday they were all or- 
dered to move back to Centreville, where it was 
stated H stand wes to be made. The cause of tbe 
order to move buck was the expectation of an 
immediate attack from aicCall, aud so great was 
tbeir haste that they left large quantitiee of Hour 
and other provisions. 

(Special to tbe N. V. Herald.] 

The city has been very quiet. The advance of 
our forces has much diminished tbe number of 
uniforms upon the streets and around the hotels. 
Gen. ftlcCleilan's Sunday ordar appears to have 
been strictly enforced. 

It appears that the Government, through its 
agents la Knglaml, bo.<i purchased a large quan- 
tity of blankets, to the extent of at least 300,- 
000, and that 200,000 more are yet to be pur- 
cha:>ed. Some of these, it is said, have already 
arriv^. The Government was compelled to (be 
exermee of this foresight before ihe approach of 
winter, as no blankets could be got in tbi“ mar- 
ket, although it is suppoeed that several specula- 
tors are holding them bxek for higher prices. 

Id regard to tbe expedition fitting out to oper- 
ate against Mexico, our Ministers at Paris and 
London asaert positively that neither of these 
Governments have entered into any arrangemeDt 
with 25pain to join in (be alleged expedition. 

^ The reply to the cominunicatioo of Secretary 
Seward, which was audrrfscd tome time ago to 
these Guverimients respecting the dcHigns of tb«<e 
powers, has not yet been received. Car Govern- 
ment has all along been aasured both bv Koglaud 
and France that they had no olqect in tlbeir inter- 
ference in Mexican affairs other than to protect 
their citizens and obtain reparation for outrages 
perpetrated upon them, and which are of long 
standing. 

It is a remarkable fact that, thus far. tbe troops 
of neither army have (KCQpied tbew'il of Mount 
Vernon unless it has taken place wi*bin a few 
days. A general watchfulness has L>evn kept cn 
the place by our troops. 

Should ibe rebels attempt to erect batteries 
there they will lie repulse by McClellan without 
delay and the place protected by a guard of hon- 
or, composed of tnvpi that have dhtioguisbed 
themselvee. Tbe advance of tbe army has ren- 
dered it ueces^ary that tbe headquarters of the 
General cuinmaoding should be removed to Vir- 
ginia. Arrangements are I.eing made and it is 
expected io a few days Gen. McClellan s quarters 
will be in the midst of camps on the other side. 

It ts said tbe movement of Gen. McCall at the 
bead uf hit division toward Leet^burg is intended 
tu cut off (be rebels. 

If they have gone io tbe direction of Harper’s 
Ferry, as some suppose, instead of falling back 
on Manassas, they have most likely done tbe lat- 
ter, and General McCall will probably fail to find 
the enemy in the direction be is now marching. 

Lkavxxxvorth. Oct. 21. 

The Conservative of this city has aovices (bat 
tbe town of Humboldt, in Ransas, has been 
burned by Fecessionirtts from the Indian country. 

It is thoui^t probable that the records and papers 
in (he United 8'ates Land Office were destroyed. 

Tbe Republican state ticket will probably onM 
over without regard to political antec^ents, the 
last l^egisUture having failed to provide for an 
election during tbe coming N(»vember. It is 
claimed by those op|>oeed to this movement that 
the present incumbeoia bold over till January, 
1863. 

Two hundred wagons and 1.000 yoke of oxen 
have been sent to Fremont’s cumround within tbe 
past week from this place. 

Tbe steamer Florence arrived here tbii morning 
from 8t. Louis. She has come through unmolc-V- 
ed by the rebels.

A mei>.xengor reports that a sd^uling party from 
Cameron, numbeiing 100, have been taken pris- 
oners by some 600 rebels, at McCabell, Caldwell 
county. 100 of the Federal troo|Ki at Cameron 
were ready to march to tbeir rescue v hen the 
train left. Another party of fn>m 400 to 500 reb- 
els was in ('arroll county and had captured 17 of 
Col. Morgan's men. Morgan had started in pur- 
suit. 

ATriiisoN, October 19. 

Orders have to-day been issued by the Presi- 
dent of the Pike's Peak Express Company at this 
place, to stop the running of the Pouy Express 
as soon aa the California line is completed, which 
will probably be early next week. It is there- 
fore probable that not more than one pony will 
run. 

Fort Moxrok, Oct. 20. 
Some twenty persons, who have i>ee(i waiting 
here several days to go to Norfolk by a fiag uf 
truce, will return to ^Itimore to-night. Neither 
the General nor Flag officer will allow any com- 
mtmieptioD with tbe rel^ela for a number of days 
at least. The released rebel pr'soneis from Fort 
Lafayette arrived here this morning and were 
sent temponrilv to the store ship.

A lady who arrived at Philadelphia reports that 
four wounded Federala were put to death at Har- 
per’s Ferry by a slow and cruel procese, such as 
slabbing them in various parts of the h^y with 
a small pen- knife. Tbe rebels were aided in these 
acta by a Presbvterian clergyman of Harper’s 
Ferry, now resiling at Sbepardstown. Bbe saw 
about 15 dead rebels. 

D. 8. H. Bradley, formerly of New Y’ork, who 
was at Bull’s Kan aa Major of the 2i Alabama 
regiment, has arrived at Washington. Ha at- 
tempted to escape on the day of the battle, but 
was detected ami sent to Mcotgt>raery, where be 
was kept confined until Sept. 25, When be was 
released, aod went to New Orleans en route 
North. 

At New Orleans, on Oct. Irt, guns bad been 
mounted at the Cuatom House and levee, and on 
such buildings as were deemed strong enough. A 
number of gan-boaU bad been placed in Lake 
Punchartrain to repel attack in that direction. 
Planters are dissatisfied with the refusal cf the 
rebel Government to allow cotton access to (he 
market. 

Cairo, III., OcL 21. 

The gun- boat Cooeetoga made a reconDolsaance 
up (be river yeeterday, as far as the 8tate line. 
8be reports a strong reb^ force near tbe Tennee- 
ree line. 8be returned this afternoon, having 
seized two cargoes of fiour destined for tbe rebel 
camp. It is reported that tbe rebels were in 
strong force at Blandville, and that Hardee’a 
force, 6,000 strong, was at ^Imunt, Mo. 

Jkffkkzon Cm, Oct. 21, 
The steamer J. D. Perry, which arrived here 
to-night with 50 negroea and 150 mulee from St. 
L/jnis was attacked by rebels and narrowly es- 
caped being captured. Her Captain thinks that 
there must have been some hundred rebels at that 
place./’' 

St. Looia, Oct. 21. 

Union scouts report the total uumber of armed 
rebels in Southeast Mis.'>auri, at 6,000 or more. 
Deserters from Price’s army report that Jackson’s 
rebel Legislature was in s^on at Stockton, tbe 
county seat of Cedar county, to which place Mc- 
Cullough was sent with a r»iDforcement of six to 
twelve thousand men fur Price.

Another curious pamphlet by Aliaou, tbe his- 
toriAn, baa been printed in London. Tbe writer 
pursues hie idea of settling the American difficul- 
ties by setting up a monarchical government in 
tbe North, to be called tbe “Unit^ ^ingdnm cf 
America.”

It will he new to most American rootl- 
era to learn that Mr. Clay is a theologian as wall 
as an anii-aUvery politician. Oi “the Trinity,’ 
he says “it is a waste of time and metal to at- 
tempt to make aiy^lhing out of that old source of 
obfmcAtion. ‘•'The clergy and the Sahbitb, ” 
he thinks, are “now tbe greatest obetructions 
hanging upon the haunches of all reformers and 
crushing them down. ” He is in favor of over- 
thrv'Wing the false •>*sUm of religion by a new 
one. Alisen is encouraged by Mr Clay's letter to 
believe that the new ideas will be warmly re- 
ceived by tbe Froteetants and Catholics of Amer- 
ica.

White Gn*«i*o'TDBK.— There Is an article upon 
tbe above subject by M. Pobi, a German chemist, 
in the London, Ediribui^, and Dublin Philosoph- 
ical Magazine for July last, and another on the 
name subject in the Chemical News, August 24(b, 
by F. Hudson, E q. Con'‘iderable atteuiioii has 
lately been given l>y some chemists to this pscu 
liar substance. Tbe former slates that pnijaiate 
of potash 20 parts, sugar 23, ard chlorate of pot- 
ash 43 parte, make good white gunpowder. In 
expICKliog this powder, lOO parts of it vieid^ 
47 44 cf gaSkotis pio^ucts and 52 36 of solid 
res'due. Ordinarily black gunpowder furnishes 
only 31 38 of gaseous prt:<lucts ard Gi Ofi of solid 
residue. The etheiency of gunpowder is measured 
bv the gases which are produced from it by 
t£e explotsion. An equal weight of white gun 
powder will pri>duce 1 07 times tbe explosive 
efl^ect of the black. In order to obtain the same 
effect on prr isetiles and mines only fiO parts 0' 
wbito powder will be required for ICHJ parts of the 
comnocm kind. The residue of the white being as 
31 b3 to 08 of the black. It U nuire< leanly, while 
tbe heat generated when It is lighted is much 
lower; aud a greater number of abota can be fiord 
with it without heating a cannon. M. Pobl con- 
std^-rs that white gunpowder, being more energetic 
in its action than tbe common black powder, it 
approaches mere nearly gan-ootton for rffi 
ciency, and it has the advantage over this sub- 
stance in being more easily prepared, keepiug for 
a longer period of time without change, .aud is 
cheaper. ThD pjwdcr U not only eurier of pre- 
paration than the old, but It may be made in a 
few hours in groat quan'ities with very simple 
machinery. M. Fohl states that it Is d fli»’olt of 
explosion by pressure and percussior; but Mr. K. 
Uudnon, in bis communication 10 tbeChAmicT 
News, eiates that be made reveral accoialing to 
M. Fobl’s receipts, and found *hat when be mixed 
the materials ntoUr, then dried them at IfiO de- 
grees Fahrenheit, the pawder w*as very liable to 
explode wi?h friction— it was ir.ddtd percusrion 
p<iwder. This waa not the case when tbev w tre 
mixed dry. He says: "A cannon loaded with 
white gunpowder goes off on the appltcatk>u of a 
few dr^ of sulphnrie acid applied at the touch 
hole. The pr.'perty of this gunpowde- may p ia- 
sibly be applixl to some adcantige iu tite prepar- 
ation of bomb hh«-lls for long range. These shells 
would not exphnle until they strike the object, if 
filbd with white piowder. 'arid contain a sinsll 
glass vessel filled with sulphuric acid. No explo- 
sion of tbe shell would lak*> place iu the air, as U 
too often the case with the ordinary fure eholl.” 

As this white powder contaius a very large 
amount of chlorate of potash, it v ill corrodo tho 
locks aud barrels of rides in^re rapidly than com 
mon gunpowder. D. however, may be used as a 
gruod substitute if saltpetre b^.nues rtxrce and 
high in price. U will sDo require to he har.dled 
with more care, a* it ij liable to explMe with se- 
vere presjura. We have oxplo.1ed It easily on an 
anvil by a blow with a hammer. As it is very 
cleanly we would prefer it to black powder, aod 
it may yet be so manufactured, we believe, as to 
bcc.’iue a snljeritute for it, fur moet purposes.
